At the request of Mr. Mallory Browne, newly appointed Public Affairs 
Officer and Minister Counselor to the American Embassy London, 4 special 5X1 
emergency service has been established whereby the [_____]wire desk 
will notify the Ambassador's effice of any major Moscow announcement « 


So far there has only been slight opportunity of rendering this 
special service teathe Ambassader but the machinery has been established 
and will be utilized in the future. 


The special reports on the United Nations Economic and Secial Council 
meeting in Geneva came to an end during the month with the adjournment of 
the meeting. 


All questionnaires received from recipients of the daily reports 
have been assembled for dispatch to Washington, and those which have 
not as yet replied, have been requested to do so in the near future.

III, Proposals for improvement. 


As mentioned in this section of last months report the personnel 
situation remains acute. With the imminent epening of the General Assenbly 
meeting in Paris an additional substantial load is placed on the report 
sections At the same time the the possibility exists that one editor may 
be required to return quickly to the States on compassionate grounds. It 
is recommended that at the earliest possible date at least one, or preferably 
two additional editors be assigned to this bureau to help cope adequately 
with the increasing outside commitments and_re ular work { 
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
